Blizzard? Snow problem 


East Coast reeling 
from winter storm 

NEW YORK Mayor Michael Bloomberg on 
Monday asked residents not to dial 911 unless 
calling about a life-threatening emergency as 
edgy travelers faced difficult weather condi- 
tions stemming from the fifth-largest storm 
in New York City’s history 

Blizzard conditions halted flights at New 
York’s three major airports, slowed rail travel 
and continued to create treacherous condi- 
tions on roads from the Carolinas to Maine. 

The storm brought high winds— up to 80 
mph in parts of Massachusetts — and blinding 
snow to much of the East Coast beginning 
Sunday Some places received more than 30 
inches of snow 

Blizzard warnings remained in effect 
through Monday for much of coastal New 
England, where flooding was also a problem.

Glancing into 
the CTA^s 

Between service cuts and employee 
layoffs, the CTA should be glad to close 
the book on 2010. Looking ahead to the 
coming year, Going Public created a crib 
sheet of 10 hot CTA topics for 2011. 

» T rack stars: This year, the train tracker 
underwent a second pilot at some CTA 
stations, which saw arrival information 
posted on electronic displays. CTA presi- 
dent Rich Rodriguez says a train tracker 
announcement is due before 2010 ends. 

» Need for speed: 2011 is all about BRT, 
which stands for “bus rapid transit.” 

The CTA has received grants to develop 
express bus service on Jeffery Boulevard 
and for a route that would connect Union Station and Navy Pier. 
Work reportedly is slated for early next year. 

» Bling in the new year: Construction will continue on one new 
stop along the Green and Pink lines and one along the lihllow Line. 
Renovations to two Red Line stops should wrap in 2011, according to 
the CTA. 

» Cut off: After cuts in February, riders got relief in September, when 
Rodriguez introduced a budget with no service cuts or fare increases 
for 2011. But riders shouldn’t hold their breath for long. The CTAs 
deal with Gov Quinn not to raise fares in exchange for $83 million in 
bond proceeds expires next year, which may mean fare hikes in 2012. 

» Credit check: In September, the CTA asked organizations for 
proposals on how to implement and operate an open fare collection 
system that offers contactless credit and debit card payment options. 
Submissions are due in January 

» The name game: After a successful venture with Apple, which fi- 
nanced the recent renovations to the North/Clybourn Red Line stop, 
Rodriguez invited suggestions for other business partnerships and 
said he is open to selling naming rights to CTA entities. 

» Head hunting: Next year Chicago will elect its first new mayor in 
22 years, and he or she may choose to install new agency heads. Ro- 
driguez, president since March 2009, and CTA board chairman Terry 
Peterson are longtime Mayor Daley wunderkinds. 

» Bad row-mance: The CTA will continue to test its new rail cars, 
which feature electronic enhancements and controversial aisle-facing 
seats, through the spring. 

» That’s Wacker: Thirteen bus routes, about one-tenth of the bus 
system, will see changes to their routing and/or bus stop locations 
starting next week because of Wacker Drive construction. 

» In the zone: The CTA implemented slow zones on the Orange Line 
in April so it could fix problems with the line’s signal system. The 
zones reportedly are set to be eliminated in the spring.

Firefighters pay respects 

Mourners honor Edward Stringer, who was killed last week in South Side building collapse

An oversize American flag hanging from an ex- 
tended fire ladder could be seen blocks away from 
the Blake Lamb Funeral Home in Oak Lawn, 
where hundreds of Chicago firefighters were lined 
up Monday to pay their respects to fallen comrade 
Edward Stringer. 

Although some who waited in line to enter 
the funeral home, like Lt. Sebastian Straughter 
from Engine 103 in the West Loop, spoke of the 
poor condition of the abandoned building where 
Stringer and fellow firefighter Corey Ankum died 
Wednesday, others were still in a state of shock 
over what they called an unavoidable accident. 

“If laying blame could cause this not to happen 
in the future, then it would be a different story But 
it’s going to happen ... there’s nothing that we could 
have done differently” said fire engineer Steve Serb 
as he was getting into his car across the street from 
the visitation. “That’s one of the sad things. But it’s 
also one of the gratifying things that there aren’t 
different steps that we could have taken.”

The funeral Mass for Edward Stringer will 
be at 10 a.m. Tuesday at St. Rita of Cascia 
Shrine Chapel, 7740 S. Western Ave., Chicago. 
Visitation for Corey Ankum will be from 2-8 p.m. 
Wednesday at the Apostolic Church of God, 

6320 S. Dorchester Ave., Chicago. The wake will 
be at 10 a.m. Thursday, followed by a funeral ser- 
vice at 11 a.m. at the church. 



As the investigation into the blaze in the 1700 
block of East 75th Street continues, firefighters 
from around the Chicago area dressed in their fin- 
est uniforms and winter coats, a tradition painfully 
familiar to many in attendance. Standing in the 
frigid cold, many were reminded to count their 
blessings in their often dangerous job. About four 
months ago, firefighters gathered at the same fu- 
neral home to mourn the death of Christopher 
Wheatley, who died in August after falling 35 feet 
while fighting a restaurant fire. 


Bud Cascone, who worked at Midway Airport 
when he retired in 2002, stood in a line that at 
times wrapped around the funeral home. 

In Cascone’s nearly three-decades-long career 
with the department, he has seen his share of trag- 
edy 

“I don’t know this guy from Adam. But it’s a 
brotherhood,” Cascone said of his show of support 
Monday 

Family members were inside the funeral home 
and did not want to talk to the news media, fire 
Commissioner Bob Hoff said. 

Neither did colleagues from Stringer’s engine 
company 

don’t want to overcrowd them. But we want 
them to know that we’re there,” Hoff said inside the 
funeral home. “Everybody’s having a tough time with 
it. But we’re here to support each other, and every- 
body will get through it. The most important people 
we’re focusing on right now are the family members. 
We’re here for them, for whatever they need, not just 
for today or tomorro^y but for as long as it takes.”

□ KANKAKEE, III. An explosion at a wastewater treatment 
plant in Kankakee on Monday morning sent thousands 
of gallons of sludge and raw sewage into the Kankakee River, 
prompting a massive cleanup effort to plug the leak and stop 
the spread downstream. 

The Illinois state EPA, which dispatched an inspector 
to the site mid-day said the spill appeared to be contained 
within a half-mile or so of the rupture and that area drink- 
ing water was not affected. Because boaters, fishermen and 
kayakers don’t frequent that icy stretch of the river in winter, 
the threat to public health is believed to be minimal, officials 
said. 

“We do not believe there is an imminent public health 
threat,” said EPA spokeswoman Maggie Carson. 

The impact on the environment is another matter, Carson 
said, and over the next couple of days the EPA will monitor 
this section of the river about 6o miles south of Chicago to 
determine whether fish and other wildlife were affected. 

Late in the day Monday, crews from the EPA, Nicor Gas, 
ComEd and other local and state agencies were trying to de- 
termine the extent of the spill, which had been flowing out 
of at least one i million-gallon holding tank at the treatment 
center for more than five hours. The sludge contained raw 
sewage, water from area toilets and showers, snow melt and 
other nonhazardous liquids, Carson said. 

Officials are looking into what sparked the blast. Kanka- 
kee Eire Department Chief Ron Young said methane, which 
is highly flammable, likely contributed to the explosion.

WHAT DOES A BYE WEEK MEAN TO THE BEARS?

The Packers’ goal is clear heading into 
Sunday’s game at Lambeau Field: Defeat the 
Bears and they are in the playoffs. 

The Bears’ pursuit is a little less dramatic: A 
win will secure a first-round bye, provided the 
Eagles don’t do it for them by falling on their 
faces Tuesday night against the Vikings. 


But what does the bye mean? The Bears are 
as healthy as any playoff contender, so it’s not 
like they have a training room full of sprains 
and bruises to heal. 

"I’d look at it as another chance for us to 
take another big step when you get a little 
bit of time off this time of the season,” coach 
Lovie Smith said Monday. "That’s why the bye 
is so important. Injuries play such a big part in 


a team’s success right now.” 

Statistics show the bye hasn’t meant as 
much in recent years. Since the NFL expand- 
ed the playoffs to 12 teams in 1990, 59 of 
the 80 teams with a bye (73.8 percent) have 
reached the conference championship game. 
But in the past seven years, only 16 of 28 (57.1 
percent) with a bye have played for the con- 
ference title.

Sure, I have the jersey soaked with 
Champagne, the ticket stub and more than 
a few threats from Philadelphians I haven’t 
quite forgotten. Yet it still feels Hke a dream. 

But the Blackhawks winning the Cup is 
the way I’ll remember 2010, just like we talk 
about ’85, ’05, most of the ’90s, or um, 1908. 
For a week in June, the whole city stopped 
and partied. 

I’ll generalize on behalf of all people, but 
2010 pretty much sucked. People lost their 
jobs or couldn’t find jobs, and even those 
who did struggled. I mean, the thing that 
made people happiest was a video of a guy 
talking about his sister getting attacked in 
her bedroom. But this summer, the only 
thing that mattered was the location of the 
Cup. 

Chicago fans tend to suffer more than 
most (or at least gripe about it more than 
most). So the Hawks’ incredibly fast rise to 
success didn’t seem possible. We’d given up 
on them years ago and just got back into 
them. How could we possibly be spoiled 
with a Stanley Cup for the first time since 
before anyone knew about The Beatles? 

And just Hke that, it was all gone. The 
joy of the Cup win was quickly dismantled 
as the Hawks sent our newfound heroes to 
various cities across North America (but 
mostly to the hockey hotbed of Atlanta). 
And everyone awoke from the dream. 

Did it all actually happen? It doesn’t feel 
like it anymore. But all is not lost. There’s a 
football team in Chicago with an impossibly 
good record that might make 2011 pretty 
memorable too.
